NAMING CANDIDATES

Hanly for President on First
Ballot, Backers Say—Will Get
Foss Delegates’ Votes
Since Withdrawal

CHAFIN FOR SULZER

ST. PAUL, Minn,, July 21.—J. Frank
Hanly, of Indiana, was the first candi-
date for President on the Prohibition
ticket placed in nomination at the
party’s national convention here today.

Sumner W, Haynes, of Indiana, who
withdrew from the presidential race,
made the nominating speech when Ala-
bama vielded to Indiana.

A demonstration for Hanly followed
Haynes' speech, It transformed the
gathering from a camp-meeting into a
regular convention for about 15 min-
utes. The crowd shouted, marched and
sang “"We want Hanly”

Gavernor Bugene N, Foss, of Massnchusetta,
the Hanlyites sald today, glven the Hoosier
eandidate an overwhelming majority of Tho
dAnlegntan

Many of tha delegates depnarted for their
homes last night and enrly todny, following
the postponement of the nomination, Not
a few of them were disgruntied. For three
hourse thes were kept in a torrid auditerium
Inst night lstenlng to half a dozen col-
feglans dellver orations, oxpecting that the
nominations would be held an announced as
goon ns the college boys finldhad. But for
pome unexplialned renson leaders proposod
an adiournment and the tired delegntes
woarlly acqulosced.

The fuctlon of the party Headed hy
Eugene W. Chafln, twiea candidata for
Presidont, will make a valiant effort today
to snateh the party honors away from
Hanly and deliver them to Willlam Sulser,
the ex-Covernor of New York, who s tha
only netive candidate on the ground. But
the Sulger fght seemed destined for de-
fant evon an |t was being muade, and it was
predieted that at the Inst moment there
will e A genern! rush to climb aboard the
Hunly bandwagon. Sulzer's friends dragred

When Chalrman Pattan called the con-
wvaorition to order the new members of the
Naotlonal Committes were presentod and

A moatlon to pdopt the platform ax o
whole, without amendments, precipitated a
long and tedious controversy.

After the ndoption of the platform the
convontion proceeded to the nomination of
ecandidates, Arizona vielded to Indiann nnd
J. Frank Hanly*wizg nominnted by Sumner
W, Havnes, a fellow-Hooslor, amid tremens
dous enthusiesm. The Indiana delegation
1ed the demonsteation and started a parade
thyough the alslea and over the speaker's
platform Iinols fell in line behind the
yelling Hooslers, as did many of tha West.
ern Stnten

Arizonn was next on the roll and Eugens

Chifin, the two-time standard-bearer of
the party. placed in nomination Willlam
Bulzer, of New Yoark. Chafin's gpeech was
n defense of the ousted Governor. He clted
hig long record In Congress and attributed
his political downfall to the evil machinn-
tlons of Tammany. No honest man, Chafin
gays, believed that Sulzer was honestly
impeachod,

Probably & fifth of the delegates began
spagmadie cheering as Chafin concluded, 1t
was of short duration and the secretary
poon proceeded with the roll of Btates

Californin yieclded to Maryland and Finley
C. Hendrickson, of that State, was nomi-
nited by CGearge R. Gorsuch, of the sama
EBtate. Colorado yilelded to New Jersey and
Dr. James Gllbert Mason was nominated as
the favorite son candidate from that state,
Dr. Grafton D. Day made the nomipating
spesch.
